A BARRY mum has 
hailed her 

neighbour as ‘a 
hero’ for saving the 
life of her three- 
year-old daughter. 

Sarah Huggins said 
that if Jaymes Bumiston 
hadn’t rushed three-year- 
old Evie into the 
University Hospital of 
Wales through the heavy 
snow, she thinks she 
might have died. 

The drama unfolded 
on Saturday, March 3, 
when the town was 
cloaked in snow and 
people and vehicles were 
having difficulty getting 
about. 


Sarah, who lives in 
Belvedere Crescent, 
explained that Evie has a 
history of serious health 
problems. 

“She was bom three 
months early and after 
six weeks, doctors 
diagnosed a brain 
condition ‘agenesis of 
the corpus callosum’. 

“At three months, she 
was ‘floppy’ and unable 
to sit up. When she was a 
year old, she was on life 
support after her lungs 
collapsed.” 

It means that if she 
falls ill, Sarah know it is 
vital to act quickly.

I T was with 
great relief that 
I read in The 
GEM on March 8 
that the Vale 
Council 

6 ‘overwhelmingly 
backed a motion 
demanding an 
Environmental 
Impact Assessment 
be carried out on 
the Biomass UK 
No2 Ltd Plant at 
Barry Docks”. 

I also feel reassured 
by a letter I received via 
email from Hanna 
Blethyn AM, the Welsh 
Assembly Minister for 
the Environment, who 
said: “You may be 
aware that a planning 
application is currently 
before Vale Council in 
respect of the Biomass 
UK No 2 Ltd 
installation. 

“As I announced in 
Plenary on February 7, 
the Welsh Ministers 
have informed the 
developer of the plant 
they are minded to 
direct Environmental 
Impact Assessment must 
accompany their 
planning application. 
Before a final decision 
is made we have invited 
representations from the 
company.” 

I’m sure someone 
will correct me if I am 
mistaken, but as I 
understand it the EIA is 
a legal requirement; it is 
one of the first things 
that should have been 
done and the fact that it 
wasn’t is a major bone 
of contention in this 
sorry saga. 

The big money 
questions now are: If a 
‘planning application’ is 
‘before’ the Vale 
Council does that mean 
they have the power to 
refuse planning 
permission? If they do 
have that power, will 
they now fulfil their 
duty of care for the 


people of Barry and use 
that power? 

One thing I am 
certain of is that the 
discharge from the 
chimney of the plant 
does get blown directly 
towards the town. I 
know this because I’ve 
seen it. 

Travelling along 
Millennium Way 
towards the old Dock 
Offices on Saturday, 
March 10, I could 
clearly see a plume of 
smoke, fumes, whatever, 
rising from the chimney, 
which proved the real 
experts on the local 
wind patterns - the folk 
who actually live here - 
to be correct. 

The discharge from 
that chimney was being 
blown directly towards 
the town. 

I drive a motor 
scooter and it was a 
very easy matter to pull 
in and take a picture on 
my mobile phone. The 
fumes from the chimney 
can be seen clearly 
blowing straight towards 
the town, and Barry 
founder David Davies is 
a witness. 

So now we really do 
know which way the 
wind blows.

I F the Biomass 
plant works 
perfectly, 
nothing but fresh 
air comes out of the 
stack and all health 
and safety issues 
are rectified, but 
this in no way helps 
with the water 
discharge. 

I recently asked the 
Vale Leader what 
concerns they have 
about the pumping of 
over 90,000 litres of 
‘clean’ water a day into 
the drainage system by 
Biomass 2 Ltd. He 
explained to me what a 
combined sewer outlet 
was, and that they flood 
in times of heavy rain. 

Well, I’m afraid that’s 
not good enough - the 
outlet at the dock 
breached 170 times last 
year, that’s raw sewage 
flowing into a dock that 
the people of Barry were 
told would one day be a 
marina - pub and 
restaurant-lined, with 
watersports and 


entertainment. 

The increased housing 
had already put a strain 
on a system struggling to 
cope. 

I spent three weeks 
picking up used sanitary 
towels, wet wipes, 
tampons and condoms 
from the Old Harbour 
after a recent breach. 

Contaminated 
effluence flows into our 
streams, harbour and 
beaches, but none of 
them breach as often as 
the dock. 

I cannot believe this is 
not a major concern to 
the local authority. We 
want a thriving Barry, a 
place to be proud of its 
natural and manmade 
features, not an overflow 
tank. 

Grebes and 
cormorants feed there, 
the watersports centre 
has funding and 
planning for its new 
home, enquiries have 
been made for a diving 
centre - how will these 
be affected?

Residents raise 
‘safety concerns’ 
over Cardiff Road

VALE councillor 
Rachel Nugent-Finn 
has written to the 
Chief Constable of 
South Wales Police 
to ask how the force 
intends to tackle 
‘problem speeding’ 
along Cardiff Road. 

Cllr Nugent-Finn 
points out that the road is 
notorious for being a 
boy-racer hotspot, and 
said residents had raised 
their concerns. 

It follows similar 
action by her council 
colleague, Cllr Leighton 
Rowlands, who received 
complaints about 

speeding motorists in his 
Dyfan ward (reported in 
The GEM, on February 
22 ). 

Cllr Nugent-Finn 
explained that she wrote 
the letter after meeting 
local residents to discuss 
their concerns about the 
road. 

She explained: “It’s 
vital that when residents 
raise their concerns, we 
dig into the issue and try 
to find a solution. 

“Having spoken with 
residents about Cardiff 
Road, I am deeply 
concerned for the safety 
of pedestrians trying to 
cross it. I want us to take 
action now - not wait 
until there is a serious 
accident.” 


It was on Cardiff Road 
in 2016 that Jenna Miller 
was killed when her car 
was struck by a man who 
was racing another car. 

Cllr Nugent-Finn has 
also written to the 
council officer 

responsible for highways 
and has asked him to 
look at all the options to 
improve the safety of the 
pedestrian crossing on 
the road between the 
junctions of Laura Street 
and Cadoc Crescent. 


She said that he had 
immediately arranged for 
the pedestrian crossing 
markings to be repainted 
as soon as the weather 
permits. 

She added: “Moving 
forward, we are also 
looking to upgrade the 
crossing by reducing its 
length, relocate and 
modernise the warning 
beacons so that they are 
more visible, and 
improve the carriageway 
markings.”

NRW conducts 
investigation over 
‘dust complaints’ 


BARRY Men’s 
Forum were 

entertained recently 
by Kevin Fulthorpe 
who gave an insight 
into his involvement 
as an official of the 
British Boxing 
Board of Control 
after his retirement 
from boxing. 

Kevin started out as a 
boxer in Ely, before 
joining the Victoria Park 
Boxing Club in Canton, 
Cardiff. Eventually, 
retirement beckoned and 
he entered the 
administration side of the 
sport, rising to chief 
inspector of the British 
Boxing Board of Control 
based in Cardiff. 

He has served for 25 
years as an inspector for 
the sport and is 
constantly in demand all 
over the UK. His duties 
are to oversee the full 
implementation of the 
rules for each tournament 
including the medical 
side, where two doctors 
have to be at the ringside, 
as well as an anaesthetist, 
an ambulance and a 
major hospital is within 
an hour of a tournament. 

He has to ensure the 
correct setting up of a 
boxing ring from a health 
and safety aspect. The 
correct gloves and 
accurate weighing 
facilities are also part of 
his brief.

NATURAL 
Resources Wales 
has conducted an 
investigation after 
people in Barry 
complained about 
what they thought 
were unusual 
amounts of dust in 
the air. 

A spokesperson from 
NRW said: “We’ve 
revisited various 

locations around the 
Barry Docks area and 
were unable to 
substantiate any unusual 
dust emissions. 

“While there is 
grit/dust on the road and 
cars following recent 
weather events, there is 
no evidence of wood dust 
emissions specifically. 

“A number of 
activities in the docks 
area have the potential to 
cause dust and this is not 


uncommon in industrial 
and coastal areas. 

“We are issuing advice 
and guidance to a 
number of companies in 
the area to make sure all 
is being done to reduce 
any potential emissions. 

“The wood stored at 
JMEL is chipped to 
40mm at a separate 
location and we are 
satisfied that current 
storage arrangements are 
not contributing to dust 
off site. 

“Nevertheless, we 
continue to ensure that 
dust suppression 

techniques are employed 
where necessary, e.g. 
during deliveries and 
adverse weather 

conditions.” 

The spokesperson 
added: “We will keep the 
situation under review 
and be regularly visiting 
the area and the sites we 
regulate.”

THE heavy snow at 
the beginning of 
March played havoc 
with walks and 
leaders Jan and 
John postponed 
their planned walk 
to Castell-upon- 
Alun for a week so 
the snow would 
have dispersed. 

A group of nine 
walkers set off uphill 
beside the Fox and 
Hounds pub in St Brides 


Major, then up steps 
leading to the old Bryn 
Sion Chapel. A cattle grid 
led them onto the 
waterlogged Old Castle

The River Alun was 
thundering underneath 
the railway bridge and 
after a thaw of snow and

The stepping 
stones known locally as 
Stepsau Duon or Pont y 
Brown across the ford 
were completely under 
water, so a continuation 
along the road brought 
them to the old 
packhorse bridge and 
over the river.

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crossing a muddy path in 
Coed y Wallas brought 
them back into fields at 
Wallas Farm. Following 
the road passing a field 
containing two lovely 
donkeys and a small 
Shetland pony peeping 
out from the shelter of a 
shed led them onto a 
road, which they 
followed northwards and 
where snow was still 
stacked up fairly high. 

After pausing for 
morning coffee in the 
shelter of a gateway at 
Tair Cross Down, more 
fields led them downhill 
through cropped fields 
with misty views over 
the sprawling town of 
Bridgend and the hills 
beyond. 

Crossing two old stone 
stiles a waterlogged track 
led them to Ewenny 
Priory built between 
1115 and 1126 by 
William de Londres, and 
entering the churchyard 
for their lunch break a 
fairly heavy shower of 
rain forced them to 
retreat into the church for 
shelter. Following lunch 
and after viewing the 
historic interior they 
made their way back out 
into the rain which soon 
stopped as they made 
their way through 
Corntown. 

Heading uphill at Heol 
y Cawl lane led them 
back into muddy fields, 
then out onto a road for a 
detour through Llampha 
and passing several 
farms it was back into 
fields to retrace their 


steps downhill back to 
Castle-upon-Alun for a 
quick visit to Coed y Bwl 
with its famous daffodils. 
An interesting chap who 
records the fungi each 
year for the Wildlife 
Trust of south and west 
Wales, who own the site, 
pointed out door snails 
whose shape resembles a 
chrysalis feeding on jelly 
ear fungus which is 
edible to humans and 
grows on tree branches. 

Then an uphill climb 
led to Blackhall Road for 
the walk back to St 
Brides Major after their 
enjoyable 9.5-mile hike.

‘MORE snow, please!’ - not 
something you usually hear, 
but High Street butcher 
Anthony Hopkins says “Bring 
it on!” 

Anthony said: “Having heeded the 
warning about The Beast from the 
East, we were fully stocked and it’s a 
good job we were. 

“The panic buying started on 
Thursday morning and didn’t let up all 
day. Friday was a ‘snow day’, and we 
didn’t open, but did on Saturday. 

“All of my staff made it to work. As 
Trevor lives near the Rugby Club, I 
told him not to risk it, but he walked! 
And it’s a good job he did, as from the 
moment we opened the door, it was 
manic. 

“Customers were queuing out of the 
door and not just our regular 
customers, but people we’ve never 
seen before. High Street was buzzing - 
it was like Christmas all over again. As 


people couldn’t use their cars, they 
were unable to do a supermarket shop 
so they walked to High Street. 

“It was amazing. Whole families 
were out together with children on 
sledges, strangers talking to one 
another and shopping for elderly 
neighbours. There was a real 
community spirit feel in the air. 

“The best thing about it all has been 
the repeat customers we’ve seen since, 
with comments like how much better 
our meat tastes compared to pre¬ 
packed supermarket meat, and ‘We 
always thought butchers were 
expensive, how wrong we were’, ‘The 
kids loved your homemade sausages, 
we won’t be going back to a 
supermarket again’. 

“All in all, it’s been a very busy 
couple of weeks and we’ve had some 
laughs with customers old and new - 
I’m going to ask Derek The Weather 
nicely if we can have some more snow 
for Barrybados!”

On that Saturday 
morning, she woke up 
at 5am to check on her 
son Callum who had 
been unwell, only to 
find Evie having a fit. 

She tried to cool her 
down, but with no sign 
of improvement, she 
phoned for an 
ambulance. 

“They said they’d get 
their nearest resources 
to us.” 

Sarah’s mum arrived 
to help and the family 
alerted Jerry, a first 
aider who was out 
walking his dog, to their 
plight and he came in to 
help too. 

With no sign of an 
ambulance, Sarah 
dashed out to see if 
there was someone who 
could get Evie to 
hospital. 

In nearby Merthyr 
Street, she saw a house 
with a 4x4 vehicle 
outside it and banged on 
the door. 

“The house was in 
darkness and I was 


worried that I’d woken 
the man up, but he said 
he was already up and 
taking a nurse into 
Llandough Hospital. 

“Without hesitation, 
he agreed to take us to 
the Heath. When we 
arrived there, Evie was 
fast-tracked, and she 
had a lumbar puncture 
test. She began to perk 
up after two days. 

“Jaymes was a very 
modest person and said 
it’s what anyone would 
have done, but I think 
he’s a hero. During the 
bad weather he used his 
vehicle to help a 
number of people and 
get nurses into 
hospital.” 

Evie was later 
diagnosed with flu and 
stayed in hospital for 
five days.

A history of musical 
genius at Barry U3A 


AT the March meeting 
of Barry U3A, Rev 
Clive Williams gave 
an informative, broad 
brush talk on the 
progress of music 
from Bach, to Mozart, 
to Haydn through to 
Beethoven, together 
with examples played 
on the piano. 

He likened Bach to 
Einstein, saying he had 
the mind of a 
mathematician when 
composing his fugues. 
Bach conducted the 
Leipzig University 
orchestra as well as the 
choir and his 
compositions were 
known as the ‘Old 
Testament’ of music. 
Clive then played Bach’s 
‘Air on a G String’. 

He went onto Mozart, 
who did most of his work 
in Vienna, a city that has 
supported many 

composers through the 
ages. 


Clive played ‘Voi Che 
Sapete’ from The 
Marriage of Figaro, an 
example of one of 
Mozart’s operas. 

Unfortunately, he died 
young and Clive played 
‘Ave Verum Corpus’ as a 
poignant reminder of the 
beauty of his 
compositions. 

While Mozart was in 
Vienna, he met Clive’s 
next composer, Franz 
Haydn who became 
known as the ‘Father of 
the Symphony’. Clive 
explained that the 
symphony began with 
Haydn as a series of 
dances strung together, 
usually starting with fast 
and furious, followed by 
slow and quiet twice, and 
usually ending with a 
bang of fast and furious 
again. 

Haydn famously wrote 
‘Austrian Hymn’, which 
Clive played, the German 
National Anthem. 

Finally, it was 


Beethoven’s turn, who 
took lessons from both 
Mozart and Haydn. 
Haydn called Beethoven 
either ‘a fool or a genius’ 
and in return Beethoven 
dedicated his first sonata 
to Haydn. 

Beethoven has 

become known as the 
Shakespeare of music. 
Clive ended by playing 
Beethoven’s ‘Minuet in 
G’.

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Barry’s Dambuster to be ‘reunited’ 
with fellow 617 Squadron members 


A PORTRAIT of 
the only Welsh 
Dambuster, 

Gordon Yeo, will 
’reunite’ the front 
gunner with all 132 
members of No. 

671 Squadron - 
The Dambusters - 
in a poignant 
exhibition to 
commemorate the 
75th anniversary of 
the most famous, 
and one of the 
most audacious, air 
raid of WW2 on 
May 16-17 this 
year. 

Artist Dan Llywelyn 
Hall, known for 
painting portraits of HM 
The Queen, HRH The 
Duke of Cambridge, 
and WW1 veteran, 

Harry Patch, is now 
working on an official 
portrait of the last 
British Dambuster 
along with all members 
of the famous 617 Sqn 
that includes the only 
Welsh Dambuster, 
Sergeant Gordon Yeo 
also from Barry, like 
Dan. 

Dan had a sitting 
with the last British 
surviving Dambuster 
Squadron Leader 
George ‘Johnny’ 

Johnson (96) last month 
in Bristol and has since 


been painting all the 
squadron inspired by 
archival photos in a bid 
to ‘reunite’ the entire 
squadron. 

The Welsh artist is 
offering the public a 
chance to invest in this 
historic exhibition and 
help three charities with 
proceeds and donations 
from the exhibition. 

The exhibition - 
Dambusters Reunited - 
is due to launch in 
London in mid-May 
with an unveiling of 
Johnny’s portrait and 
alongside Charles 
Foster’s book launch of 
The Complete 
Dambusters with 
detailed research into 
each member of the 
squadron. 

People may pre-order 
one of the limited- 
edition (75) hardback 
catalogues and prints 
that will benefit three 
charities: RAF 
Benevolent Fund; 

Group 617; and 
International Bomber 
Command Centre. 

Gordon Yeo was 
front gunner in the Avro 
Lancaster AJ-A ’Apple’ 
in the first wave of 
bombers of 617 Sqn to 
attack the Mohne Dam 
on the night of May 16- 
17, 1943, in what was 
called Operation 
Chastise. 

They dropped their 
Barnes Wallis-designed

bouncing bomb, or 
more accurately, the 
‘Upkeep’ mine, from 
low level and scored a 
direct hit. 

Shortly afterwards, 
the first of the three 
dams gave way and vast 
quantities of water 
flooded the Ruhr Valley 
to make a severe dent in 
the German war effort. 

The raid was 
declared to be a 
strategic success, but 
the cost in terms of 
human life was 
enormous. 

After successfully 
crossing Germany en 
route for home, A- 
Apple was shot down 
by one of the last ack- 


ack batteries located on 
the coast of Holland. It 
was one of the eight 
that failed to return, 
resulting in the loss of 
56 lives. 

Born in Barry in 
1922, Gordon Yeo was 
the youngest member of 
Squadron Leader Henry 
Melvin ‘Dinghy’ 
Young’s crew. He had 
joined the RAF in 1941 
and wanted to be a 
pilot. 

Having been initially 
posted to Elementary 
Flying School in 
Canada, he eventually 
qualified as a gunner. 

After crewing up 
with David Horsfall, 
Lawrence Nichols and

Wilfred Ibbotson at 
1660 Conversion Unit 
at RAF Swinderby, he 
flew with them on an 
operation to Berlin on 
16 January 1943, with 
Pilot Officer V Duxbury 
as their pilot. 

By the time the crew 
moved to 57 Squadron 
at Scampton in mid- 
March, Dinghy Young 
had become their pilot 
and Charles Roberts 
their navigator. 

On March 25, they 
were posted across the 
base into the fledgling 
617 Sqn and the young 
gunner would have met 
a few with much more 
experience than him. 

But he would also have 
found several more, like 
him, with very few 
operations under their 
belts. 

Yeo wrote several 
letters to his parents 
during his time with 
617 Sqn, and they give 
us some insight into 
how hard they trained, 
and what they did in 
their spare time. 

Dinghy Young drove 
the crew into Lincoln 
on a day off from 
training to watch a 
parade which was part 
of the city’s ‘Wings for 
Victory’ week. 

This reminded the 
crew of their skipper’s 
chequered history - “We 
had a good laugh at the 
blokes all dressed up in 
flying clothes and 
sitting in the dinghy. 
(Melvin Young) had a 
good laugh at them 
because he had detailed 
them.” 

Later, he told his 
parents about Young’s 
determined efforts to 
ensure they were trained 
hard: “You say you 
want to know the name 
of our skipper, well here 
it is, Squadron Leader 
H M Young, he is not so 
bad lately, I expect that 
is because we are 
getting used to him, but

he is the cause more or 
less of us not getting 
leave.” 

The Lancaster’s front 
gun turret was not used 
during most wartime 
operations, but on the 
Dams Raid it was 
manned as the modifi¬ 
cation for the special 
mine had necessitated 
the removal of the mid¬ 
upper turret. 

Yeo would have used 
it to fire directly ahead 
of him at the Mohne’s 
gun emplacements as 
Young kept the aircraft 
steady on its bombing 
run. 

In the months after 
the raid, Gordon Yeo’s 
mother must have 
written to Henry Young, 
Melvin Young’s father, 
as his reply to her dated 
July 13, 1943 shows. 

He ends his letter 
with the words: “With 
many thanks for your 
kind sympathy which I 
feel too for all those 
who have suffered the 
same loss.”

Footnote: Gordon 
Yeo’s logbook was 
stolen in the early 
2000s. No-one has been 
charged with the theft, 
and the location of the 


logbook is unknown. 

Readers may also be 
aware that Penarth 
Pavilion has the ‘617 
Room’ with artefacts 
and memorabilia 
relating to 617 The 
Dambusters (motto: 
Apres moi le deluge). 
Why? Because Wing 
Commander Guy 
Penrose Gibson, VC, 
DSO & Bar, DFC & 
Bar, had a very strong 
connection to the town: 
in November 1940, he 
married Penarth local 
Evelyn Moore. 

The other surviving 
Dambuster is Canadian 
Fred Sutherland, who, 
like Gordon Yeo, was a 
front gunner. 

He lives in his native 
Alberta.

Vale schools will ‘lose 
out’ WARNS LEADER 


THE Leader of the Vale 
Council has warned that 
schools in the county will 
suffer a complete cut in 
funding for supporting 
minority, ethnic and gypsy 
and traveller pupils, while 
other local authorities will 
be given extra money. 

Cllr John Thomas, said: “The 
Welsh Government has removed 
the Minority Ethnic 
Achievement Grant which all 
local authorities previously 
received and is making up for 
this in the short-term by 
providing financial support to 
‘urban’ authorities.” 

However, the Welsh 
Government responded angrily, 
calling it “misinformation”. 

Cllr Thomas said: “The Vale 
has the fourth-highest 
proportion of pupils from ethnic 
minority groups in Wales. A 
letter from the First Minister 
confirms that three local 
authorities are being provided 
with additional funding to 
enable this important work to 
continue. However, the Vale is 
not included and will lose out 
yet again, as will our pupils. 

“This is another example of a 
nonsensical approach to funding 
education from the Welsh 
Government and a bitter pill to 
swallow considering the extent 
to which pupils in the Vale are 
already disadvantaged by an 
unfair funding formula. 

“In the Council’s budget for 
2018/19 we have already had to 
find an additional £3million to 
top-up the money provided by 
Welsh Government. 


“It is simply impossible for us 
to continue to raise additional 
funding locally to solve the 
problems created by what 
increasingly appears to be a 
deliberate effort to punish the 
Vale through underfunding.” 

The council’s Ethnic Minority 
Achievement Service currently 
provides support to schools to 
help vulnerable qualifying 
pupils, including children of 
refugee families who have been 
resettled in the Vale, develop 
their literacy and numeracy 
skills. Without this support 
many pupils could not access 
the curriculum. 

The support services provided 
by the council to schools using 
this grant totalled £240,000 in 
2017/18. 

Removal of support will have 
an acute impact on certain 
schools such as St Cyres in 
Penarth where 24 per cent of 
pupils are from a minority 
background. A number of 
primary schools will also be 
affected. 

Cllr Thomas said: “While the 
funding of education to some of 
the most vulnerable young 
people may not appear to be 
important to Welsh Government, 
it remains an important issue for 
us locally. We will now have to 
consider how we divert certain 
elements of funding away from 
other vital local services to 
continue to at the very least 
part-fund this important area of 
work.” 

A Welsh Government 
spokesperson said: “We are 
concerned by this outbreak of 
misinformation in the Vale. As 


the council will be well aware, 
the national Minority Ethnic 
Achievement Grant ceased to 
exist in 2014. 

“Across Welsh Government 
we have taken action to 
prioritise funding to the Local 
Government Settlement to 
ensure resources go straight to 
the front line to support schools 
and social care. 

“With regard to funding for 
minority group learners, we 
recognise that recent changes in 
funding arrangements have 
resulted in particular challenges 
for three local authorities - but 
the Vale is not one of them. 

“The Vale will see an 
increase to its core funding next 
year, equivalent to 0.2% or more 
than £300,000. 

“Rather than use local 
authority resources to write to 
parents and shift the blame 
away from themselves, it is time 
for the local authority to focus 
on what is important - properly 
funding their local schools.” 

The leaders of all 22 local 
authorities in Wales wrote to 
First Minister Carwyn Jones in 
January to express concern 
about the decision to cut the 
Minority Ethnic Achievement 
Grant. 

The recent response means 
that 19 out of the 22 Welsh local 
authorities are left with nothing.

BBC researcher 
is convicted 
of a drink¬ 


driving 

A BBC drama researcher was 
found to have more than three 
times the legal limit of alcohol 
in his system when he pulled 
into a layby on the M4, Cardiff 
Crown Court has heard, writes 
AJ SICLUNA. 

Charles Jackson (27) had been seen 
driving erratically out of Cardiff 
towards the motorway and when an 
off-duty special constable approached 
his vehicle when it stopped at traffic 
lights, Jackson accelerated away, 
causing the officer to fall and suffer 
slight injuries, said prosecutor Jason 
Howells. 

Jackson, who wept throughout the 
hearing, of West Road, Nottage, 
Porthcawl, had no previous 
convictions and had admitted charges 
of dangerous driving and driving with 
excess alcohol. 

He was sentenced to six months’ 
imprisonment, suspended for a year, 
ordered to take part in a rehabilitation 
activity and was placed on an 
electronically-tagged curfew from 9pm 
to 5am for six months. 

He was also disqualified from 
driving for two years and ordered to 
take an extended driving test. 

In addition, he was ordered to pay 
costs of £340 and to pay the Special 
Constable Rhys Mack of Quaker’s 
Yard £500 compensation. 

Mr Howells said that on September 
23, Jackson was spotted driving along 
North Road, meandering and veering 
between lanes. 


offence 

Mr Mack was a passenger in a car 
behind and saw Jackson almost mount 
a kerb and to the officer he appeared to 
be under the influence of alcohol. 

He tried to get Jackson to stop the 
engine, but he accelerated away, 
causing Mr Mack to fall. 

He eventually stopped 25 miles later 
at Junction 37 on the M4. 

Jackson was arrested and said: 
“What dangerous driving? What 
injuries? What do you mean?” 

He was later found to have 108 
microgrammes of alcohol in 100 ml of 
blood. The limit is 35pg. 

He told officers he had earlier drunk 
eight or nine pints of lager, had an 
alcohol problem and had intended to 
take a taxi home. When told to stop 
driving, he said, he panicked and had 
travelled at speeds of up to 80mph on 
the M4. 

“He was apologetic and 
remorseful,” said Mr Howells. 

His counsel, Lisa Wilson, said: “He 
is under no illusion as to how serious 
these offences are. He stopped 
voluntarily.” 

She said he had sought assistance 
with his alcoholism and had stopped 
drinking entirely. 

She described him as a ‘vulnerable 
person’ who had suffered from 
depression and had received great 
support from his family and partner. 

“He acknowledges his liberty 
deserves to be restricted.” 

Recorder Richard Williams 
commended the special constable who 
had acted in the “best public interest”.

economic dividend of 
about 7:1, that is: for 
every £1 of support into 
agriculture, more than 
£7 of economic activity 
is generated. Let us not 
forget that Welsh 
agriculture’s gross 
output is almost £1.5 
billion and that food 
and drinks exports are 
worth £302 million to 
the economy of Wales. 

If we want to see our 
Welsh family farms 
prosper in future and 
see them continuing to 
produce the food we all 
love so much, 
regardless of what 
market access we have, 
then we must ensure 
that the role they play is 
recognised by all.

B RITISH Rail recently cancelled 

trains on many parts of its services 
in anticipation of snow. In some 
areas, that snow didn’t arrive. 

What will they do next - shut the system down 
in the autumn on the assumption falling leaves will 
cause disruption? 

Back in the winters of 1947 and 1963, the so- 
called ‘Big Freeze’ arrived in the UK. One of the 
coldest on record, the snow drifts reached 20ft in 
some places and wind speeds of 81mph. There 
were news reports of a car driven over the river in 
Oxford as rivers and lakes froze. 

At the time, my journey to Cardiff’s Canton 
locomotive shed normally took 20 minutes on my 
motorcycle. In these conditions, it took one hour to 
arrive in work. 

Canton shed was a hive of activity, with the 
priority keeping the all-important water supply 
from freezing. This was done by coal-fired stoves 
with large chimneys, situated under the water 
cranes. These supplied up to 4,000 gallons to the 
loco tenders. 

Small stoves under the injector pipes kept them 
clear for the day to enable the fireman to put water 
in the engine boiler. 

With more manpower available at the time, 
problems on the main lines could be sorted 
manually, plus snow ploughs attached to steam 
locos provided a strong back up. 

In those days, signal boxes were manned every 


few miles and if a signal were to break, the 
signalman would lean out of the window with a 
green flag to keep things moving. 

Nowadays, if a green signal fails out in the 
wilderness, everything is electrically linked and as 
we have seen, causing chaos to passengers. 

So much for modernisations.

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No family or friends 
to attend funeral of 
former Merchant 
Seaman - will you ? 


THE funeral takes place next Wednesday 
(March 21) of former merchant seaman, 
Leonard Fellows, who has died aged 82. 

In itself, this is not news. 

However, Mr Fellows, who lived for the final 
few months of his long life at the Bellavista 
Nursing Home in Barry, has no known family - 
aside from a 92-year-old sister in Australia - and no 
known friends. 

At the moment, according to Park Funeral 
Directors, which contacted The GEM, the only 
people attending the funeral will be his social 
worker and a representative of SSAFA (formerly 
Soldiers, Sailors, Airmen and Families 


Association). 

A spokesperson for Park Funerals said: “Leonard 
came from a seafaring family and lost one of his 
brothers at sea many years ago. 

“Perhaps an appeal might attract the interest and 
attendance of the RNLI, and other marine 
organisations, and even allow Leonard’s ashes to be 
scattered at sea, with assistance from one of these 
organisations?” suggested the spokesperson. 

Mr Fellows’ funeral takes place on Wednesday, 
March 21 at 3pm at the Cardiff and Vale 
Crematorium, Port Road East, Barry, CF62 9PX. 

The GEM understands that any individual or 
representatives from maritime, Forces’, or other 
organisations, will be welcome to attend. 


Fonmon Apiary in March 


THE apiary has suffered the loss of three 
colonies over the winter months; it is not 
at all unusual to experience losses. 

All colonies have ample stores and were treated to 
reduce the numbers of the varroa mite population. 

Low temperatures are not usually a problem for a 
colony in winter because the bees can keep the 
internal temperature under their control at all times. 
However, this control is dependent on there being 
sufficient healthy bees to form their winter cluster. 

What factors could have kicked in to cause the 
demise of a colony? Well the varroa mite is certainly 
a prime candidate with its ability to infect a bee with 
a variety of viruses, for one. 

Another would be lack of stores, i.e food - but in 
this case that is not an issue. 

Nosema is another possibility and this is an 
internal infection of a bee’s mid-gut; it reproduces in 
the cells that form the lining of the gut and this 
reproduction process requires a food source. When a 
bee consumes honey the Nosema extracts a share of 
this intake and this leads to the bee constantly being 
undernourished. 

So the undernourished bee is not best fitted to 
assist in the temperature control of a hive. 

Could the onset of the sub-zero temperatures that 
we have experienced just lately be another 
candidate? It certainly bears thinking about. With 
sick bees leading to lack of temperature control the 
Nosema is in its element - the Nosema thrives in low 
temperatures. The cold weather then kicked in and 
the sub-zero conditions will certainly have to be

considered as the final nail in the coffin. 

Throughout the winter months I have had trays 
underneath the floors of the hives, floors that are of 
a mesh construction that allows a variety of debris to 
fall through; as long as debris is visible in the trays 
it conveys information as to what is happening 
inside the hive. 

The three colonies that have died out showed no 
floor debris in their trays since February, a sure sign 
that all was not well. When other colonies had bees 
venturing out, nothing stirred from the three colonies 
in question. 

I will eventually open up these three colonies and 
will examine some of the dead bees to see if I can 
identify the cause of death. All three hives are heavy, 
so a shortage of stores can be ruled out straightaway. 

Nine colonies went into the winter and they are 
now reduced by three. 

There were sufficient bees in each colony, plenty 
of stores and all had been treated to reduce the varroa 
mite numbers - and so should the beekeeper look to 
the methods currently in use regarding bee health?

Ybu Were Never Really Here 
is a slow-burning, yet brutally 
compelling piece of work’ 


HETHER 
the film 
he’s in is 
good or bad, 
Joaquin Phoenix is 
undoubtedly one of 
the most watchable 
actors working 
today. 

His latest film, You 
Were Never Really 
Here, sees him team up 
with We Need To Talk 
About Kevin director 
Lynne Ramsay, who has 
also written the script, 
adapting Jonathan 
Ames’ book. 

Phoenix plays Joe, a 
traumatised army 
veteran and ex-FBI 
agent who specialises in 
tracking down underage 
kidnapped girls. 
However, when a job to 
retrieve a senator’s 
daughter named Nina 
(Ekaterina Samsonov) 
goes awry, Joe begins to 
lose sense of what is 
real and what is not 
real, and events soon 
spiral out of control in 
dark and disturbing 
ways... 

You could quite 
comfortably imagine in 
a parallel world that You 
Were Never Really Here 
would be a blockbusting 
action movie, full of 
gunfights, car chases 
and action-packed fist 
fights. 

Thankfully we don’t 
live in this parallel 
world, so You Were 
Never Really Here 
becomes a woozy fever 
dream of a film, a work 
that places mood and 
atmospherics in the 
driving seat and makes 
for a slow-burning, but 
brutally compelling, 
effort. 

Lynne Ramsay is a 
director who likes to dig 


below the surface of her 
characters, and this film 
is no different, but 
rather than deal with 
bags of exposition she 
keeps things direct and 
to the point. For 
example, we know Joe 
is traumatised not 
because of copious 
flashbacks but through 
brief, powerful 
callbacks that tell you 
all you need to know 
about the character, a 
man who is as happy 
helping his elderly 
mother as he is brutally 
attacking those who 
have done wrong. 

There is something of 
a vigilante element to 
Joe, and the New York 
setting consciously or 
unconsciously calls to 
mind that other Big 
Apple troubled vigilante 
Travis Bickle, but Joe is 
a man on the side of the 
angels and determined 
to do the right thing. 

This is a film that 
isn’t afraid to show 
violence but Ramsay’s 
direction in economical, 
showing the 
ramifications but 
holding back on the 
actual act. There is a 
scene where Joe makes 
his way through a house 
full of underage girls 
shot wholly via security 
cameras which is so 
much more chilling and 
immediate than a 
cle verly-orche strated 
action sequence, flashes 
of Joe wielding his 
weapon of choice (a 
hammer which, we 
learn through those 
economic flashes, is 
used for a reason) 
soundtracked to a lilting 
1960s song. 

Ramsay also shows 
small moments of 
tenderness to

Joaquin Phoenix’s 
performance is a 
breathtaking one, full of 
internal rage and fire 
that, when it comes out, 
is terrifying to witness. 
You get the impression 
he has fallen into this

purely as a means to

IT was a bitterly 
cold but dry 
morning when 
eight Valeways 
walkers joined 
leader John at the 
17th-Century 
Carne Arms ready 
for a seven-mile 
walk. 

Setting off, they 
noticed the damaged 
mile post at the car park 
exit. The mile post 
shows that it is six miles 
to Pencoed station. 
Builders were already 
carrying out the repair. 

They walked up the 
lane towards The 
Grange before going 
uphill, through a field of 
broad beans, in the 
direction of Nash 
Manor. Crossing grassy 
fields, the group quite 
quickly reached Wilton 
Farm. 

Here they walked 
along the quiet lane for 
about half a mile before 
turning onto the 
Valeways Millennium 
Heritage Trail. This is a 
100 km circular walk 
around the Vale (for 
more information see 
www. valeways .org .uk/p 


age .php ?page=31 &lang 
= 1 ). 

This part of the trail 
passes close to the site 
of the aircraft crash on 
March 12, 1950, when a 
plane carrying Welsh 
rugby fans home from 
Ireland crashed as it 
approached Llandow 
airfield killing 80 
passengers. 

There is a memorial 
by the side of the road 
in Sigingstone. 

The trail also crosses 
the site of the 
Siginstone airfield and 
parts of the runways are 
still visible, and the 
walkers crossed these 
on the way to the green 
lane leading down into 
Llanblethian and the 
ford by the wool 
factory. 

The sun was now out 
and shining brightly as 
the walkers took 
advantage of the seat 
here for a coffee stop. 

Refreshed and rested, 
they set off again 
passing the wool factory 
workers cottages with 
the pretty gardens full 
of hellebores in full 
flower, to head over 
several stiles and up 


Factory Brook to return 
eventually to the road 
which led back to 
Llsyworney and the 
pub. 

Many thanks to the 
staff at the Carne Arms 
for the use of the car 
park and for their 
hospitality.

Dead badger 
survey 
continues 


NFU Cymru is 
urging its members 
and the public to 
take part in the 
Welsh Government 
Badger Found Dead 
Survey, which 
continues to be in 
operation across 
Wales. 

The call comes after 
the most recent published 
figures by Welsh 
Government show that 
725 of badgers found 
dead were tested in 
Wales, in the period 
September 2014 to 
August 2017. 

This survey is 
important so that an 
accurate picture of the 
disease in wildlife across 
Wales is built up. 

In a joint statement, 
Wyn Evans, NFU Cymru 
Livestock Board 

Chairman and Gareth 
Richards NFU Cymru 
Milk Board Chairman 
said: “Surveillance is 
essential in any disease 
control programme and 
bovine TB is no 
different. 

Bovine TB continues 
to cause heartache for 
farming families across 
Wales therefore we 
strongly encourage our 
members and the general 
public to participate in 
this survey to help build 
up an accurate picture of 


the disease in Wales. 

“It is important to 
build up a picture of 
where diseased wildlife 
are playing a part in the 
transmission of this 
disease and also crucially 
where wildlife are 
healthy and therefore not 
implicated in cattle herd 
breakdowns. 

“The Wales Veterinary 
Science Centre in 
Aberystwyth has been 
commissioned by Welsh 
Government to test for 
TB in badgers found 
dead. Those who find an 
intact badger carcass are 
urged to participate in the 
survey by reporting the 
location on 08081 
695110. 

“Ideally, a six figure 
grid reference is required 
and there are apps that 
can be used to obtain 
this, for example, OS 
maps. Alternatively a 
road name or number can 
be phoned in, but it 
would also be useful to 
state on which side of the 
road it was and to note 
any significant 

landmarks nearby.” 

NFU Cymru continues 
to lobby government and 
key decision makers 
about the importance of 
eradicating this disease 
from Wales through the 
implementation of a 
comprehensive prog¬ 
ramme of measures in 
Wales. FG

Sully U3A learns 
about ‘Vale for Africa’ 


ON March 8 Sully U3A were 
entertained by Ted Arbuthnot 
about the charity Vale for 
Africa, which works with 
TOCIDA in the Tororo district 
of Uganda, Africa to improve 
healthcare, education and 
library services through 
fostering community. 

Vale for Africa is a member of the 
groundbreaking Wales for Africa 
programme of more than 100 charities 
that work to achieve the United 
Nations’ Sustainable Development 
Goals. 

The diverse range of projects the 
charity focuses on include education, 
health and skills in Uganda, which 
include eye care, classroom blocks, 
motorcycle ambulances, student 
scholarship programme, library, 
waterpipe and the SAFE Foundation. 

With regard to eye care it is not 
often understood that the major cause 
of visual impairment is simply the lack 
of appropriate glasses; however 
serious eye diseases are encountered 
too, like cataracts, glaucoma and 
trachoma, but all of these conditions 
are treatable and vision can be restored 
if only the people who need it can be 
identified. 

There is very little infrastructure in 
the form of primary care in the very 
populated rural areas, and eye testing is 
carried out where many cases of 
blindness and visual impairment that 
could have been prevented, or where 
sight could be restored, and the 
volunteers arrange for glasses, surgery 
or medication to be provided as 
required. 

Also the volunteers train members 
of the village health teams to perform 
their own basic sight tests in their 
villages, and supply them with the 
basic equipment to do that. 

This way, the work is carried out 
throughout the year, not just on the 
volunteers’ one week visits, which are 
self-funded, so donations will go 
directly to improving someones vision. 

The volunteers are currently helping 
the building of new classroom blocks 
to enable more children to get an 
education in the district, assisting 
financially and also with the 
construction of the buildings. 

Vale for Africa has obtained funding 
for the purchase of three motorcycle 
ambulances for the Tororo district of 
Uganda. 

As there is no primary health care 
available to people in rural areas, very 
ill people have to be able to get to 
hospital to receive treatment. 

This is particularly important for 
women in labour experiencing 


difficulties, which threaten the life of 
the mother and the baby. So the 
motorcycle ambulances are invaluable 
for supporting the local people in rural 
areas. 

The Vale for Africa Scholarship 
enables a student from the Tororo 
District to come to Wales for two 
years, to study at the world renowned 
Atlantic College, St Donats, which is 
one of only 14 colleges in the world 
forming the United World College 
movement, and students from 30 
countries take part in the two year 
programme. 

Improving literacy and wellbeing 
among children of Tororo is one of the 
volunteers much important priorities, 
and since 2010 they have supported a 
community library which was founded 
by the Ugandan partners, TOCIDA. 

The volunteers have provided books 
and funding to support the librarian 
and his assistant, and as a result local 
people now have access to learning 
materials and a place to study and now 
over 1,000 people are registered to use 
the library. 

Pomade Primary School in the 
Tororo District has 1,300 pupils, and 
every day before school starts some of 
the young girls walk to a well two 
kilometres from the school to fill 
pitchers with water and carry them 
back to the school. 

However, thanks to Cowbridge 
Rotary, this situation will soon be 
improved, as they are funding the 
construction of a pipe which will carry 
water to the school. 

Each year The SAFE Foundation 
supports a group of particularly 
vulnerable children with a package to 
enable them to attend mainstream 
school, which includes educational 
materials, uniforms, medicines and 
health care as well as transport and 
other specialist equipment. 

A further group of children are 
given the opportunity to join a small 
enterprise to generate a livelihood 
from the beautiful crafts and 
homeware they make. 

The craftmakers are supported with 
start up grants for materials and once 
the goods have been made the 
volunteers import them to the UK and 
sell them at all sorts of events and 
online. 

Members of the Sully U3A felt this 
is a very worthwhile charity which 
benefits the children of the district of 
Tororo in Uganda, and if anybody

“The report read that 
most pupils in key stage

Atlantic College returns 
to its nautical roots 
with help of Rolls-Royce 


A GROUP of students at 
Atlantic College have been 
working with Rolls-Royce 
engineers to lay the 
foundations for a 
collaborative project 
which aims to design and 
develop new technologies 
that could save lives at 
sea. 

Seven students at the college 
have been developing their ideas 
for new marine technologies, 
such as scouting drones, which 
could aid the search and rescue 
process at sea, alongside three of 
Rolls-Royce’s most experienced 
marine specialists. 

The ideas were bom from the 
students’ personal experiences of 
working on the rigid hull 
inflatable boat (RIB), arguably 
the world’s most widely used 
craft for inshore rescue, 
developed in the 1960s by Rear- 
Admiral Desmond Hoare, the 
college’s founding principal, and 
tested by college students. 

The project team came up 
with new solutions to aid the 
process, utilising their 
knowledge of drone technology 
and artificial intelligence after 
experiencing first-hand the 
difficulties of searching for and 
rescuing persons in trouble at sea 
during their college service and 


lifeguarding training programme. 

UWC Atlantic College’s 
collaboration with Rolls-Royce is 
part of its commitment to forging 
relationships between education 
and industry, as the College plans 
to develop a new 21st century 
diploma pathway in collaboration 
with the International 
Baccalaureate. 

Simon O’Connor, a marine 
engineer in Rolls-Royce’s naval 
business, Bernard Twomey, 
regulatory development lead 
(marine), and Don Murray, 
senior vice president 
(manufacturing), travelled to St 
Donat’s Castle to work with 
some of the students to develop 
systematic approaches to solving 
problems faced by search and 
rescue teams at sea. 

Erol Balkovic (18), from 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, a 
second year student involved 
with the project, said: “In our 
first year, we had the opportunity 
to experience real search and 
rescue missions aboard the RIB. 
It can be incredibly hard to find 
what, or who, you are looking 
for in those conditions. One of 
our ideas revolves around the 
idea that technology can become 
the eyes and ears of a search and 
rescue team, pinpointing the 
location of a person or boat in 
trouble and making the entire 
process more efficient. This 


could help save lives otherwise 
lost at sea.” 

Mr O’Connor said: “We’ve 
worked with students at some of 
the UK’s top universities focused 
on marine engineering and naval 
architecture. The ideas, problem¬ 
solving approaches and 
knowledge of the students at 
Atlantic College is akin to what 
we would expect to see at 
undergraduate level, and in some 
instances, even postgraduate 
level.” 

Don Murray, who is one of the 
Rolls-Royce’s STEM 
ambassadors in the UK, said: 
“They think without boundaries 
- nothing seems unachievable - 
and their enthusiasm for the 
subject is extraordinary. If this 
level of skill and work ethic can 
be demonstrated in a college 
environment, then these 
individuals will certainly excel as 
they progress to third-level 
education.” 

Mr Twomey added: “Many of 
their ideas are unique, 
completely new to the industry. It 
was a pleasure to help them take 
those ideas further, and we are 
looking forward to seeing how 
the collaborative project 
unfolds.”

WHAT do the 
names Tyneham, 
Imber, or Tide 
Mills mean to you? 

Perhaps somewhere a 
little closer to here, such 
as Temperance Town or 
Y Graig? 

Cosmeston and 
Kenfig must ring bells, 
surely? 

The answer is that 
they are all abandoned 
communities and 
villages and in some, the 
bells have not rung for 
decades or centuries. 

The reasons for their 
abandonment are varied. 
Imber (Salisbury Plain) 
and Tyneham (Dorset) 
were requisitioned 
during World War Two 
to permit Allied troops 
the ‘experience’ of 
FIBUA (Fighting In 
Built-Up Areas), and no, 
that does not refer to a 
ruck in The Ram in 
Tidworth on a Friday 
night. 

For some villages, 
industry changed and 
people left. For others, 
the settlement was 
consumed by water 
when a valley was 
flooded to make a 
reservoir. 

Residents of some 
hamlets and villages 
departed in an altogether 
different way. The Black 
Death is one such 
reason. 

Retired psychologist 
Stephen Fisk has 
researched and written a 


fascinating book - 
Abandoned Villages - on 
the subject, and has 
kindly offered a copy to 
a lucky GEM reader. 

Stephen said: “I 
retired in 2003. Having 
worked as a clinical 
psychologist I left with 
no plans at all for the 
future, but reasonably 
confident that new 
interests and activities 
would soon begin to 
come along. One of my 
biggest interests since 
then has been the 
abandoned villages of 
Britain.” 

He said that an early 
inspiration was Richard 
Muir’s book The Lost 
Villages of Britain. 

“Before long I was 
exploring the sites of 
villages not far from my 
home in south Wales. 
Cosmeston, the only 
deserted medieval 
village that has been 
reconstructed; Kenfig, 
the castle and town built 
by the Anglo-Normans 
as part of their attempt 
to conquer this part of 
Wales, but almost 
completely covered by 
sand during huge storms 
in the 15 th century. 

“Over the next few 
years I enjoyed trips to 
all parts of Britain. In 
Sussex, for example, I 
went to Tide Mills and 
Lowfield Heath. Tide 
Mills got its name as it 
was close to a flour mill 
driven by tidal power. 


The mill closed in 1883, 
but the village survived 
until the early part of 
World War Two.” 

Stephen said that he 
began to think about 
publishing the results of 
his travels and research. 

“A book or a website 
were the options. I 
decided to develop a 
website, the Abandoned 
Communities website, 
and I am very glad I 
made that choice. 

“A website makes it 
much easier for readers 
to get in touch, and I 
have many people to 
thank for telling me 
about abandoned 
villages I did not know 
about; people who lived 
in abandoned villages or 
their descendants who 
have given me 
information and 


photographs of life in 
their village while it still 
existed; and even one or 
two people who have 
explained the meaning 
of local words or have 
offered to read or 
interpret old documents 
that I was having trouble 
with. 

“Having said that, I 
am now very grateful to 
Amberley for giving me 
a chance to produce a 
book as well.” 

And so is The GEM. 

Abandoned Villages is 
a splendid book that 
chronicles the changing 
way people live in the 
United Kingdom, and 
the reasons - a variation 
on the Four Horsemen of 
the Apocalypse 
comprising war, 
pestilence, famine, and 
industry - behind why 


once-thriving villages 
ceased.

RED TAPE INCREASING 
PRESSURE’ SAYS AM 


ACTION must be taken to 
address difficulties recruiting 
GPs in Cardiff, the Vale and 
RCT, South Wales Central AM 
Andrew RT Davies has said. 

The British Medical Association has 
voiced concerns over ‘unacceptable 
bureaucracy’ in the recruitment 
process - with two separate medical 
performers’ lists for England and 
Wales. 

They have claimed this is 
detrimental to English doctors who 
want to work in Wales, with many 
having to wait several months for their 
applications to be approved. 

There have recently been notable 
pressures on GP provision in south 
Wales, with the partners at Fairwater 
Health Centre taking the “unusual 
step” of writing to patients to warn of 
the pressures 8,000 new patients in the 
area will have on services. 

Pointing out that several 
constituents had contacted him to 
express concerns, Mr Davies said it 


was vital action was taken to ensure 
local patients did not lose out. 

Mr Davies said: “There are 
considerable pressures on local GP 
services in Cardiff, the Vale and RCT - 
and it is vital these are addressed. 

“It is therefore concerning that the 
BMA have highlighted problems with 
the recruitment system in Wales, when 
we need to do all we can to attract 
more GPs to the area. 

“We should be making it easier for 
English doctors to come to Wales - and 
the fact it can take months for 
applications to be processed is very 
worrying. 

“The issues in Fairwater have been 
well documented and many 
constituents got in touch about it. We 
simply can’t afford to let opportunities 
pass us by. 

“I’m therefore calling on the Welsh 
Government to take action to ensure 
this problem is addressed so we can 
tackle the problems of GP shortages in 
south Wales.” 


Wales takes UK 
lead in proton 
beam therapy 


WALES has shown 
‘outstanding’ vision in helping 
to develop innovative proton 
beam therapy services for 
cancer patients. 

Speaking at the BioWales biotech 
conference recently, Professor Karol

significantly lower side effects 
compared to traditional treatment. 

“The Rutherford Cancer Centre in 
Wales, and the further three centres 
under construction in the UK, will 
transform the lives of many cancer 
patients with its very precise form of 
cancer treatment, and will mean that 
patients who need proton beam therapy 
will not have to travel abroad in future 
to receive it.” 

The Rutherford Cancer Centres will 
offer all-encompassing cancer 
services, including high energy proton 
beam therapy, radiotherapy, 
chemotherapy, imaging and wellbeing 
services. 

Treatment at the Rutherford Cancer 
Centre south Wales will be available to 
medically-insured private patients, 
self-paying patients and referrals by 
NHS Wales.

Added time 
heartbreak as 


Barry RFC

BARRY RFC travelled to face

A stress 
as they

T O begin, a 
few thoughts 
on what the 
roof on the 
Principality 
Stadium brings to 
Welsh rugby. 

There are a lot of 
pluses, and number one 
has to be the comfort of 
the crowd. With rain 
sweeping across south 
Wales, it was great to 
see a crowd settling 
down to enjoy the game 
in regular clothes rather 
than kagoules. We ask 
the faithful to have deep 
pockets these days, so a 
little comfort seems a 
fair trade. 

Another plus is that 
matches are less of a 
lottery. If a match is to 
be decided by a 
mistake, let it be a 
genuine error and not 
just a failing to hang on 
to a greasy ball at a 
crucial moment. 

Finally, of course, 
you get a better 
spectacle, but this 
comes at a price, 
because we expect 
Wales to be the major 
players in that 
spectacle. 

We can rely on the 
Scots to join in that 
enterprise, because they 
are trying to play a fast 
and loose game. Sadly, 
a touch too loose at the 
moment. 

Are England, France 
and Ireland up for it? 
Well, that depends on 
pragmatism on the day, 
but let’s not hold our 
breath about Ireland 
suddenly playing 
Barbarians-style rugby. 

Fortunately, on 
Sunday, Italy were 
happy to join in with 
the open play, perhaps 
because they were 
confident that they had 
the best open-field 
runner in their 
lightweight full back, 
Matteo Minozzi. 

After 10 minutes, 
there were 21 points on 
the board. At that rate, it 
could be 110 - 55 at full 
time. 

After three minutes, 
Wales declined a 40- 
metre penalty and 
Gareth Anscombe 
kicked for the comer. 


The line out was won 
and a series of slick 
attacks put Wales close 
to the line, from where 
scmm half Gareth 
Davies missed out 
Justin Tipuric and sent a 
longer pass to Hadleigh 
Parkes instead. 

In tmth, that pass 
was a touch high but, 
because Parkes had to 
leap and twist in the air, 
his marker, centre 
Tomasso Castello, got 
his body position wrong 
and the Wales centre 
slipped from his grasp 
and went over for a try. 
Sadly, Castello hit his 
head in the tackle and 
had to be substituted. 

Anscombe converted 
and, from the restart, 
Parkes demonstrated 
that even when he 
makes a mistake (and 
he makes very few), it 
turns out well for 
Wales. He caught the 
kick-off but the ball was 
ripped from his grasp 
and Italy, in their 
eagerness to move the 
ball wide, threw a blind 
pass and Owen Watkin 
intercepted. 

The centre raced 
away and looked, for a 
moment, to have lost 
contact with any 
support runners. 

However, he was 
smart enough to sense 
George North coming 
up at speed on his right, 
and he linked up 
perfectly for the 
Northampton outcast to 
go over for another try, 
again converted by 
Anscombe. 

The crowd were 
sensing a floodgates 
moment but Italy were 
made of sterner stuff. 
They showed their 
intent by turning down 
a penalty and, after 
winning the lineout, 
they set up an ominous 
driving maul, which 
Wales collapsed. With a 
penalty advantage in the 
bag, they moved the 
ball left and Minozzi 
skinned Fiam Williams 
to go over in the comer. 

Tomasso Allan, who 
went on to have a good 
game at outside half - 
even getting up smiling 
after being winded by a 
crunching tackle from

Taulupe Faletau - 
converted from wide 
out and it was 14-7 to 
Wales. 

Warren Gatland had 
been accused of 
“disrespecting” Italy 
when he made 10 
changes - a little unfair 
when, as Rob Howley 
pointed out, three 
British Fions were 
returning after injury. 

However, he was 
clearly looking for his 
second-string front row 
players, Nicky Smith, 
Elliot Dee and Tomas 
Francis, to show that 
they could start a major 
international match, 
rather than playing the 
last 20 minutes. Italy 
would provide that test, 
but it was 16 minutes 
before the first scmm in 
the game. On that one, 
Italy had the put in and 
did not seem under 
pressure. 

On 17 minutes, 

Wales seemed to have 
scored again. The ball 
was moved slickly 
along the line, and Steff 
Evans kicked ahead for 
Gareth Davies to touch 
down. However, the 
Scarlets scmm-half had 
strayed in front of his 
team-mate by just one 
yard when Evans 
kicked. 

Two minutes later, 
flanker James Davies, 
who overall had an 
excellent match, was 
caught landing an 
unnecessary late 
shoulder charge on 
Allan, and the outside 
half responded by 
putting the penalty kick 
10 metres from the 


Welsh goal line. The 
lineout became an 
attacking scrum for 
Italy but Wales 
defended it well. 

Two minutes later, 
Wales relieved the 
pressure with a kick 
ahead and Minozzi 
scored another point 
against Fiam Williams 
by out-pacing him and 
regaining possession for 
the Azzuri. 

Italy were soon back 
on the attack, and 
turned down two more 
penalties, opting for a 
kick to the corner 
instead. Good defence 
by Wales kept them out, 
and when Allan did opt 
to kick for three points, 
he blotted his copybook 
by missing. 

To mb salt into the 
wound, Wales managed 
to get into the Italian 
half, where they were 
awarded a penalty 30 
metres out, which 
Anscombe kicked to 
make it 17-7. 

Then, with half-time 
looming, Wales were on 
the attack again close to 
the Italian line, and had 
a penalty advantage. 
They took the sensible 
option of kicking high 
to the comer, knowing 
they could come back 
for the penalty. 

Unfortunately, Fiam 
Williams decided to 
land a heavy tackle on 
his tormentor, Minozzi. 

Referee Jeromes 
Garces asked TMO 
Marius Jonker to look at 
it and you had the 
feeling that each time 
the officials looked at it, 
the worse it became. 


In the end, Wales 
were relieved it was just 
a yellow. Two more 
views and it could have 
been a red. The penalty 
for Wales was, of 
course, overturned. 

Wales coach Warren 
Gatland, so it turned 
out, was furious. He 
sentenced Williams to 
sit patiently pitchside 
for the first 10 minutes 
of the second half - 
seemingly seeing out 
his time in the sin bin - 
and then replaced him 
with Feigh Halfpenny! 

Wales came out for 
the second half with 14 
men, but immediately 
made ground into the 
Italian 25, and a series 
of clinical attacks put 
second row Cory Hill 
over for a try that 
Anscombe converted. 

Now leading by 
24-10, the pressure 
seemed to be off for 
Wales, but Gareth 
Davies added a bit 
more, going to the sin 
bin himself after a 
deliberate knock on. 

He also did not come 
back on when his 10 
minutes were over, 
being replaced by Aled 
Davies, but that seemed 
to be more a regular 
replacement, as it came 
on the 60-minute mark. 

As a result of his 
infringement, Italy had 
a lineout close to the 
Welsh line, with Wales 
down to 13 men. 
However, the Italians 
messed up the throw 
and Wales breathed 
again. 

Once Wales were 
back to 15 men, the 



result was not in doubt. 
Patchell took over at 
outside half and was 
impressive. 

Four minutes after 
Patchell came on, a 
Welsh attack put 
Hadleigh Parkes over 
for his second, but the 
TMO was a bit harsh, 
ruling it out due to a 
lack of ‘conclusive’ 
grounding. 

It mattered not. Two 
minutes later Wales 
were camped on the 
Italian line and Patchell 
drew defenders to him 
before putting George 
North over for his 
second try. Halfpenny 
converted for a score of 
31-7. 

Soon after, 

Halfpenny made a 
strong break and a try 
seemed certain. The 
forwards were, initially, 
reluctant to let the ball 
go wide but when they 
did, Hadleigh Parkes 
sent a precise lobbed 
pass to Tipuric, who 
went over in the comer. 



Halfpenny converted for 
38-7. 

There was time for a 
consolation try for the 
Italian left wing Bellini, 
making it 38-14 after 
the successful 
conversion, but all in 
all, it was a good day 
for Wales. 

Gatland will sleep 
easier knowing that he 
has a complete back 
row of Shingler, Navidi 
and Moriarty in the 
frame, as well as 
Sunday’s three. 

Selection for the final 
game against France 
will not be easy! 

Jonathan Davies 
awarded Hadleigh 
Parkes the man-of-the- 
match trophy on 78 
minutes, leaving time 
for George North to go 
over for his hat-trick 


try - which sadly was 
ruled out for an earlier 
infringement.
